WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The 
fourteenth decennial census began 
today with 85,000, enumcrators en- 
gaged in counting the men, women 
and children of the Unitéd States 
and collecting data on the resources 
of the nation. The census is ex- 
pected to be completed within two 
weeks, but the compilation of the 
figures probably will reutre four 

montha, 

The population is estimated at be- 
tween, 107,000,000 and 112,000,000, 
compared with 93,000,000 in 1910.

: : SAVING CIVILIZATION. 

In the dark picture he paints of the ruin of social 
order by the war, Dean Inge of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
in London, remarks, “We could not embark on another 
great war, however great the provocation,” on ac- 
count of economic bankruptcy and the impossibility 
of re-establishing the wealth and credit of the great 
Powers in the lifetime of the present generation. 

It is true that there could not be a great organized 
war, with immense, disciplined, fully equipped armies, 
such as marked the recent war. But there can be 
the worst kind of wars—conflicts between peoples, 
carried on in desultory, desperate fashion; between 
classes and factions, arising out of the very lack of 
social and political organizations and the clash of 
ambitions and interests. Thé Thirty Years’ War 
in Europe demonstrated the possibility of continued 
warfare to the almost complete destruction of eco- 
nomic resources and the reduction of populations to 
miserable, starving remnant. The beginning of such 
conflicts is the menacing factor in all the Near East. 

Economic bankruptcy is in itself a potent influence 
in causing and maintaining such conflicts. The 
wretched condition of starving, discontented, idle 
people leads to blind revolts, disorders and conflicts. 
They lead to class revolutions, thrannies and wars 
between peoples for economic or political advantage. 

It cannot be denied that the working morale of so- 
ciety has in a measure broken down. We do not re- 
fer to wage earners alone, but to all factors that enter 
into industry and trade. The tremendous effort of the 
war has changed the attitude of all the human fac- 
tors in the social, industrial and political organiza- 
tion. In the general break up all are striving for 
advantage and in seeking gains are losing sight of 
obligations and responsibilities and of the true means 
by which wealth is created. Even in the nations 
which have suffered least from the war,,we find all 
the human factors in industry and commerce trying 
to get the greatest gain with the least effort of hand 
and brain. We find them trying to get wealth re- 
gardless of the fundamental conditions of wealth 
production. At one end are the profiteers asking high 
prices on small production and small trade and at 
the other labor organizations demanding high wages, 
with short hours and reduced efficiency. Predatory 
wealth and predatory poverty are competing for the 
spoils. 

If all of these tendencies and movements are not 
checked by the re-establishment of social order and 
industrial co-operation on a just basis, the conse- 
quences will justify the darkest prospect of universal 


ruin, 

What is the remedy? Manifestly a return to order, 
econgmic stability and sound morale. 

But this cannot be accomplished by one nation or 
a few nations working selfishly amid disorder and 
chaos. It can only be accomplished by intelligent 
co-operation between nations, from the strongest to | 


the weakest—by justice and co-operative effort be- 
tween all elements within nations and justice with 
co-operative effort between nations, each one help- | 
ing to restore order and to reconstruct the industrial | 
and commercial organization and establish peace on 
a basis of justice and liberty. 

The nations cannot work together without some 
sort of organization. It is this necessity for organ- 
ized co-operation to save civilization and to reor-

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THE RIGHT TO STRIKE. 

Recent discussions of the anti-strike provision of 
the Cummins railroad bill in the Senate have turned 
upon the question whether the right to strike is an 
absolute or a qualified right. If it is absolute the 
clause which would prohibit its exercise among rail- 
road employes manifestly has no proper place in 
the legislation. 

It will be recalled that President Wilson himself, 
in his statement on the miners’ strike, while char- 
acterizing the right to strike as “inviolate,” declared, 
at the same time, that the Government’s right to pro- 
tect the public was “predominant.” Senator Cum- 
mins denies that it is the right of every man to quit 
his employment when he pleases. A soldier cannot 
quit when he desires, said the Senator; nor can an 
engineer upon a railroad train, in view of his re- 
sponsibility to the passengers. A physician or sur- 
geon cannot leave his work whenever he pleases, nor 
can men working under contract. They may quit 
physically, but not morally or legally. 

Those who maintain that the right to strike is ab- 
solute base it upon the ground of self-preservation, 
o very strong ground indeed; but it must be remem- 
bered that even this fundamental right may be ex- 
ercised only subject to definite limitation. It is a 
clear principle of jurisprudence, as well as of moral- 
ity, that one may not protect or preserve himself in 
a manner that will cause injury to the innocent. 
The German invasion of Belgium, ostensibly’ on 
grounds of self-defense, is a fresh example of the 


rightfulness of this principle in international law and 
morality. That it is of equal validity in national 
application one need only recur to the impressive de- 
cision of Chief Justice Coleridge, in the dramatic 
case of the Queen vs. Dudley, in which he says: 
To preserve one’s life is, generally speaking, 
a duty, but it may be the plainest and highest duty 
to.sacrifice it. War is full of instances in which 
it is a man’s duty not to live, but to die. The 


duty, in case of shipwreck, of a captain to his 
crew, of the crew to the passengers, of soldiers to 
women and children, as in the noble case of the 
Birkenhead; these duties impose on men the 


moral necessity, not of the preservation, but 
of the sacrifice of their lives for others, from 
which in no country, least of all, it is to be 
hoped, in England, will men ever shrink, as, in- 
deed, they have not shrunk. 
fore, to say that there is any absolute and un- 
qualified necessity to preserve one’s life.

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INNKEEPERS AND H. OC. lL. 
An interesting proposal for dealing with one phase 
of the high-cost of living has recently been made by 
John D. Lawson, dean of the law school of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, in a letter to Senator Spencer. 
He suggests that Congress proceed with legislation 
regulating the rates of hotels in Washington and ex- 
tend this protection to all interstate travelers. This 
would be absolutely effective, he writes, for no city 
or town or state would very long permit its own 
citizens to be charged higher rates than the citizens 
of other states or foreigners. 
Mr. Lawson points out that the common law has 
recognized the right to regulate innkeepers and car- 
riers from the earliest times; and it was exercised 
in this country In colonial days. Now we regulate 
railways, the telegraph, the telephone, light and wa- 
ter companies, to the end that their charges shall 
be reasonable, but, in some manner, the innkeeper 
has escaped from the operation of the rule. 
With respect to public agencies the law requires 
that they shall serve all who apply up to their re- 
spective capacities; that there must be no discrimi- 
nation for the same.service; and that the charges, 
in the absence of legislation fixing them, shall be 
reasonable. To quote Mr. Lawson again: 

Fancy a raijroad saying, “There is such a crowd 
coming On my cars next week to Washington that 
the rates of fare will be doubled.” But that is 
just what the innkeeper always does. Yet both, 
according to the common law, are under the same 


obligation, whether the passengers or guests are 
few or many, 


It cannot be doubted that courts will take cogni- 
zance of unreasonable hotel charges if any over- 
charged guest wishes to stand on his rights. Only
